' Nationalization by Default? 


I.t looks as if the United Slates 
government is in the coal-mining 
business for keeps, at least on a 
small scale. A lew operators arc 
reportedly willing to sell out for a 
"fair remuneration" and let the 
government continue 
its present 
control of their mines on a perma- 
nent basis. 
'For the most part, these opera- 
tors arc the owners of small bitu- 
minous mines in the south. Their 
complaint is that "hidden costs" 
:^havc increased miners' wages by 
not 18',4, but 24 cents an hour. They 
say they can't meet Ihe increase, 
and so arc bowing out. 


Since Ihe larger operators un- 
doubtedly will be able to meet the 
increases, there might seem to be 
no reason for devoting attention to 
these few mines. But the small 
operators' decision offers material 
for some inleresling speculation. 
It is a foregone conclusion that 
when private business again takes 
over the mines it will be on terms 
,,at least as favorable to John L. 
$Lcwis .as those contained in his 
present contract, with the govern- 
ment., And it seems .probable .that 
Mr. Lewis planned things just as 
they worked out. 


He refused to discuss wages and 


hours with the operators. He de- 
manded a health and Welfare fund 
first, but lie did not first specify 
the whats and hows of such a fund. 
Then he walked out on the opera- 
tors when they were unable to 
propose what he had in mind. 


Meanwhile the coal shorlagc was 
.jbcing felt increasingly. Finally the 
government had to step in, as 
Mr. Lewis must have known it 
would. And, in spile of popolas 
indignation there wasn't much the 
government could do except give 
to Mr. Lewis, under threat of in- 
creasing national hardship, more 
lhan he might have received from 
the operators. 


Somewhat the same thing happen- 
ed in the railroads' case. The strike 
ag-ainst a government mediation 
board's recommendation was badly 
limed. H came on top of 
Mr. 
^'.'Lewis's strike, adding more incon- 
venience and unemployment, 
and 


further ruffling the public's short 
temper. Nevertheless, the two bro- 
therhoods al least made a belter 
money deal with the President him- 
self Ilian they had the government 
board. 


It has been pretty well demon- 
strated by now lhat unions in ba- 
sic industries can do business di- 
roclly with the government 
by 


calling a strike which interferes 
so drastically with the national cco- 
; .norny llutl government intervention 
vifj the only solution. And it has been 
pretty well demonstrated lhat these 
unions can gel a boiler deal from 
the government lhan they can from 
management. 


If such tactics should continue 
over a period of years, with the 
unions gelling a better deal from 
the government after every strike, 
it is not unlikely thai more and 
more privale industries would have 
to follow the lead of these 
few 


small mine operators. 
In other words, nationalization 
Oof basic industries by default, as 


it were, is entirely possible under 
the present setup. 


And, 
if government continues to 
try to hold down prices while per- 
iodically tipping Ihe wage ante af- 
ter seizure and direct negotiation, 
the possibility becomes more lhan 
a pipe dream.

Says:

A set of teeth in good repair is 


a fine graduation present for young 
men and women svho finished high 
school this year. If all the grad- 
uate's teeth arc in good order and 
lone have been lost, it is an indi- 
cation that his parents have safe- 
guarded his tooth structure during 
ils developmental years. 


Cavltiics 
develop in the teeth 
as a result of a disease, dental car- 
ies. 
When the csivitiics arc small 


they can be repaired with .case, 
but if the condition is allowed to 
progress until vital tooth structure 
is invaded, sooner or later it will 
be necessary to remove the diseas- 
ed tooth. 


Selection of a competent dentist 


is of great importance in the care 
of the teeth of children. Decay left 
under fillings progresses and 
in- 


vudcs the pulp, often resulting in 
an abscess at the root of the tooth. 
Delay in consulting a dentist may 
permit the caries to progress to the 
point where the tooth must be ex- 
tracted. 
ADULTS CROWD SCHEDULE 


The most serious problem in pre- 


serving children's 
teeth at the 


present time is presented by 
the 


large number of adults who lost 
their teeth as a result of childhood 
neglect and who now monopolize 
the dentist's lime in having arti- 
ficial dentures made, Some way of 
dividing the dentist's time between 
preventive and restorative 
don- 


istry will have to put into prac- 
tice if we ar.c to give children the 
dental assistance they deserve, 


Children should make their first 


visit to the dentist between the 
ages of 2 and 3, for an examination

Weigh the 
shredded cabbage. About one pound 
will make a pint of kraut. Foi 
each pound of shredded cabbage 
add 2'/i teaspoons of salt. Mix salt 
and cabbage until moisture col- 
lects on the shreds. Pack firmly 
into sterilized jars. 


•When the!jar is about half full, 
press the cabbage, down with

wooden spoon to drive out air and 
make.the brine come up. Continue 
to pack and press down until the 
jar is filled to . the shoulder. Be 
sure the brine covers the cabbage; 


Use two wooden strips as weights 


to hold the cabbage under the 
br|nc.

A set of teeth in good repair is 


a fine graduation present for young 
men and women svho finished high 
school this year. If all the grad- 
uate's teeth arc in good order and 
lone have been lost, it is an indi- 
cation that his parents have safe- 
guarded his tooth structure during 
ils developmental years. 


Cavltiics 
develop in the teeth 
as a result of a disease, dental car- 
ies. 
When the csivitiics arc small 


they can be repaired with .case, 
but if the condition is allowed to 
progress until vital tooth structure 
is invaded, sooner or later it will 
be necessary to remove the diseas- 
ed tooth. 


Selection of a competent dentist 


is of great importance in the care 
of the teeth of children. Decay left 
under fillings progresses and 
in- 


vudcs the pulp, often resulting in 
an abscess at the root of the tooth. 
Delay in consulting a dentist may 
permit the caries to progress to the 
point where the tooth must be ex- 
tracted. 
ADULTS CROWD SCHEDULE 


The most serious problem in pre- 


serving children's 
teeth at the 


present time is presented by 
the 


large number of adults who lost 
their teeth as a result of childhood 
neglect and who now monopolize 
the dentist's lime in having arti- 
ficial dentures made, Some way of 
dividing the dentist's time between 
preventive and restorative 
don- 


istry will have to put into prac- 
tice if we ar.c to give children the 
dental assistance they deserve,

visit to the dentist between the

Directions for making saucrkraul 
in a canning jar arc as follows: 


Wash the cabbage. Quarter or 


half the head. Remove the core and 
any coarse 'items. Shred finely. 
Shreds should be uniform and about 
one-sixteenth inch thick. Weigh the 
shredded cabbage. About one pound 
will make a pint of kraut. Foi 
each pound of shredded cabbage 
add 2'/i teaspoons of salt. Mix salt 
and cabbage until moisture col- 
lects on the shreds. Pack firmly 
into sterilized jars. 


•When the!jar is about half full, 
press the cabbage, down with 
a 


wooden spoon to drive out air and 
make.the brine come up. Continue 
to pack and press down until the 
jar is filled to . the shoulder. Be 
sure the brine covers the cabbage; 


Use two wooden strips as weights 


to hold the cabbage under the 
br|nc. Any small wooden strips like 
ice cream spoons will do. Cut these

Takes Root 


Amazing figures are quoted by 


Congressman Oren Harris on the 
decline of production in the him- 
^bcr buslnese. in a Congressional 
^ Record reprint of a speech 
he 


delivered in the house April 17. 
Commenting on a bill to give 
relief 
to sawmill operatoi-s Mr. 
Harris said: 


"I can not emphasize too strongly 


the need for relief in the lumber 
industry .and particularly in 
the 


Southern pine area. We talk about 
shortage of housing for votcrans, 
and we proclaim to the housetops 
for a program that will give vet- 
erans housing so vitally needed, 
but with all the legislation that 
i^could be written on the staiute 
v books we can not expect to have 
such housing withoul production of 
the materials. 
Everyone 
knows 
that production is the bottleneck. 
"I am speaking particularly of 
the Southern pine lumber industry 
because I do know somelhing about 
the. situation. I am told that it is 
equally chaotic in all the lumber 
industry throughout the country. . . 
"There are nearly 40,000 saw- 
mills in the United States, with a 
capacity to produce 40 billion board 
feet of lumber per year. In 1041 our 


I .national production was 33Vi billion 


feet; in 1942 it was 34.3 billion 
feel; in 1944 it was 31.6 billion feet, 
or « decline of 13 per cent; in 1045 
it was 
approximately 27 billion 


feet, or a reduction of 24 per cent; 
in 1946, Mr. Speaker, it is -esti- 
mated that our lumber production 
for tho nation will be 24 billion 
feel, or a reduction of 34 
per 
cent. . . . 


"What has this done to the lum- 
ber industry? I understand the 
OPA admits thai more than 50 per 
cent of the lumber industry is going 


A$into the black market. I undcrsland 
that the lumber people claim lhal 
perhaps 75 lo 80 per ccnl is going 
inlo the black market.'" 


This is a devaslaling report 
on 


bureaucracy. Government regula- 
tion which proposed to. equitably 
distribute the nation's goods 
is 
slowly but surely eliminating goods 
entirely. 


And in this instance we are lalk- 
ing aboul lumber—Ihe T$o, 1 factor 
entering into the construction of 
homes. 
. No wonder rents are sky high, 
" and houses are selling for two and 


three times what they arc worth 
(which is what they sold for five 
years ago—and will sell for again 
five years from now).

per 100 pounds for U. S. No. 2's. 
The grading is being done by an 
inspector of the 
Federal-Station 
Inspection Service and all weights 
are taken at the Cotton Oil Mill 
Certified Public Scales. 


The representative of the Gov- 
ernment is E. M. McWilliams, Hope- 
Produce Buyer. The program be- 
came .effective after tho market 
had consistently gone below the 
support 
price. 
Mr. McWilliams 
loaded two cars of potatoes yes- 
terday.
